A plant termed the most ^gtraor- 
dinary ever discovered hsk been, 
brought to light by the excrlkms of 
Mr. £.'A#A^Suverkrop of Fliilad^hia, 
who during his trips to South Am-' 
erica has been for some years con¬ 
tributing to the collection of his 
friend.

In front of mo, 
stretching over the waters of the la¬ 
goon and about a foot above it, was 
a branch of one of these dead trees.

INEXORABLE LAWS OF THE

The seeds of the flesh by the inex¬ 
orable laws of the fields ore expect¬ 
ed to produce more of a harvest 
than the original seeds which have 
been sown. It would be folly for 
the farmer to sow 600 kernels of 
corn if he could only receive in re¬ 
turn half a dozen cars of coni ; to 
plant tw.cnty or thirty peas if he 
could gather in return but a few 
pods, or to labor at all if for every 
planted seed there ^uld come up 
only ono kernel in rct/im. But when 
the farmer has a small bag of wheat 
seed ho says to himsoH : "Now, if 1 
properly plow uno^arrow the 
ground and plant those seeds right 
I will be able to gather a whole 
fiei^l of golden graim Ono of my 
seeds will be able to reproduce, itself 
many, many limes." Benjamin 
Franklin once said that the repro¬ 
ductive power, the proUficness of 
vegetable life, is simply inconceiv¬ 
able and without limit. We all re¬ 
member Daniel De Foe’s story of the 
shipwrecked sailor. He found half a 
dozen small wheat* seeds. From 
those few seeds ho was able to de¬ 
velop nil the wheat he wanted, both 
for himself and his negro servant. 

It would 1)C a happy solution to 
the sinner if when he sowed ono evil 
seed ho shouUl get ba<tk only one 
evil result. But Unit Is rot the way 
the harvob'ls of the flesh grow. One 
evil seed will l)Ccome the parent of 
many evil seeds, the grandparent of 
a host of evil seeds, and the great- 
grandparent of a lifetime of evil 
Iiarvc.Mts. A sower unto the flesh al¬ 
ways reaps more corruption than he 
exfH'ctc'd to gather.

DORSET SHEEP. 

The common sheep of the country 
need grading uj by the use of blood¬ 
ed sires, writes Mr. S. R. Quick. 1 
have done more or less experiment¬ 
ing along this lino and have found 
that the cross of the Dorsot-Shrop- 
shire has been exceedingly satisfac¬ 
tory, resulting in early development, 
fat, blocky lambs, ranging in color 
of face and legs from the Dorset to 
the smoky gray of the Southdown. 
I have not tried crossing the Shrop¬ 
shire rams on Dorset ewes, but have 
always mated Dorset rams to Shrop¬ 
shire ewes. Perhaps the most si^tl^* 
factory cross has been that of a 
Dorset ram on 75 per cent. Ram- 
bouillet owes of Spanish extraction.

TEND THE GRASS. 

The foiuidntlon of farming is gra.ss. 
nnd in order to bo succe.ssful the far¬ 
mer should never omit grass from 
his rotation. A good sod to turn 
under, at least every four years, will 
make the farm more profitable, and 
will be really worth to the farmer in 
the lienefits imparted to the soil 
more than the value of the grass for 
hny or pasturage. When putting in 
a gruas crop in the .spring the care¬ 
ful i>rcparation of the soil should be 
the main object. An application of 
fertilUcr, to bo harrowed in, will be 
worth more to the grass than at 
any later .stage. Get a good start 
and the grass will take care of it¬ 
self.

mals in the yards In a single day, 
so that they may bo disposed of at 
once at "the top of the market." 
The old way of sending in cattle 
and taking tho best price obtainable 
has passed. To-day the farmer 
watches the price of beef, and when 
it goes up rushes his cattle at limit¬ 
ed train speed to the yards and i-ells. 
out before tho drop comes. 

For tho handling of these catFc 
the original iBOO acres have increased 
to 500, 450 of which is lavcd, mos\ 
of it with brjek.

A Largv Ktunber oa the Hill 
Slopes Along tho Yollow Bi'vor. 

The fact has escaped attention un¬ 
til recently that there are many cave 
dwellers along a part of the Hoang 
Ho or Yellow River. It happens 
that they arc found on that part of 
the river where the bridge on the 
railroad which is to connect Pekin 
with Hankow on the Yangtse is to 
be built: and Mr. A'ugust .Slosse, ' a 
Belgian engineer who lived among 
them for six months while making 
studies for the railroad in that re¬ 
gion, has been telling some facts 
about the troglodytes. 

Along the bunk of the river the 
people live in clay huts, but higher 
up, among the hills, only a short 
distance from the stream, they make 
for themselves permanent habita¬ 
tions dug in the hillsides. There 
are many villages of these caves, not 
only the habit.ations, but also the 
temples. the shops and the store¬ 
houses for grain being nothing more 
than these dark artificial caves. 

Many of the caves are about nine 
feet high, ten or twelve feet In width 
and have a depth of fifty to sixty 
feet. They are dark and gloomy 
abodes, but the people who live In 
them think they arc much preferable 
to the clay huts in which tiielr 
neighbors live on the river bank. 
No adornment of tlie interior is* at¬ 
tempted. excepting in the temples, 
whose walls arc whitewashed and 
covered with rude paintings in live¬ 
ly colors, that, under the bright 
light which is constantly burning, 
gives these sacred rooms quite a 
gaudy Hiipoar.inec. 

The only particular advantage the 
underground rooms seem to have is 
that they are cool in summer and 
warm in winter. The inhabitants 
are gentle and oven timid; and Mr. 
.Slof».c haJd that being unaccustom¬ 
ed to seeing whites, they almost in- 
viiriably disappeared into their 
caves when they saw any of his 
I party apiu oaeWng. It was curious 
to see them at^ a distance working 
in their little fields above or lielow 
their dwrllings. only to find not a 
K)ul sight upon nearer approach, 
'riiey would all mysteriously sink 
into the ground ainl apparently there 
wuH no human beings for a mile 
I around, though undoubtedly there 
' were Ihousiiinds of the troglodytes in 
I their burrows listening at their tloors 
^ for the footfalls of the intruding 
' strangers.

Britain's Naval Buildii^ Bscord 
Is Undisputed—Fast Work 
by Farmers. 

A spinning .failll, five storeys high, 
and 200 feet in length, which nos 
lately been completed at Mososgate, 
near Jlolton, h^ occupied less than 
a year in building. This, for so 
largo a structure, is a record for 
England. The mill will acoommo- 
dute no fewer than 98,000 spindles. 
Ill the way, however, of naval build¬ 
ing, Britain's record is undisputed. 
The (Irst-class battleship Bulwark 
was muly for launching within sev¬ 
en months after work had been l)o- 
gun upon her. Within that Hino 
6,5U() tons of steel were* built into 
her. The Bulwark is 400 feet be¬ 
tween perpendiculars, sovonty-flvo 
feet beam, and displaces 15,000 
tons. She was built at Devoiqmrt 
dockyard. 

RECORDS IN COALING. 

While on tho subject of)naval re¬ 
cords. mention must be made of 
two extraordinary coaling feats ro- 
ccntly accompllHiuHl. There is al¬ 
ways wild emulation in this matter 
bctwoLMi our big w'arshipM. Every¬ 
one turns to and helps, from tho 
ofllccrs downwards.

The result has 
berii that those farmers who are not 
with in easy reach of a good cominer- 
cal cmire have experienced difficulty 
in securing reliable grass and clover 
Sleds. This led agricultural societies, 
farmers’ clubs and individual farmers 
lu direct tho aiteiition of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture to various griev¬ 
ances connected with the seed trade, 
and investigation has proved that 
tlierj has been just ground for com¬ 
plaint. 

Jn order to secure more defiuiie 
information with regard to the acual 
conditions of the trade in the common 
.:r;iss and clover seeds, aiTangenients 
weie made early in the year to collect 
a few hundred one-half pound samples 
of timothy, alsike and and rod clover 
Ki-tds that were offered for sale hy local 
dealers Over five hundred samples 
have hem obtained at various points 
lU the different provinces in Canada 
where such seeds find t market. 

'The information which was received 
vviiii each sample included th« place 
whi-re the sample was obtained,- its 
origin, the price at which it was 
(ffeied for sale, and the year in which 
it was stated to have grown. 

'i'he samples W'hich have been colhct- 
cd are being analysed for both purity 
ai.d vitality. The necessary t'luipment 
for a modern seed laboratory has been 
secured, and the rules adopted by tht* 
Association of American Agricultural 
Colleges and Ex[>crimeni Stations for 
testing seed are being followed in 
detail liiroughout. 

ONTARIO SEEDS. 

Ou* of thirty-five samples of red 
cloior s<e l wfiich were collected in the 
Province of Ontario, twelve sample-s 
contained ovt*r five p-r cent, by weight 
of foreign seeds. These foreign ^seeds 
consist of various kinds of m^e or 
lois noxious weed seeds, the raosV.pre- 
valvnt being those of pigeon grass, rib 
gra s, catcLfly, Canada thistle, rag 
weed, curled leaf dock and sorrel, in 
varying proportion. As a rule, it 
would he exp'^cted that samples of this 
kind would be offered for sale at a 
})rice cornin' nsurare with their quality 
but such it by no raean^ the case 
The average retail prici per bushel o 
tlie ten samples which contaimd the 
]a;-ge>t percentage of weed seeds was 
.'5(3.05 

Tne results of the investigation thus 
far would indicate that there has been 
comparatively a small amount of 
timothy, alsike or re>l clover seed wil¬ 
fully adulterated this spring, although 
a number of samples which have been 
analyzed show’ a large per cent, of inert 
matter, such as sand, broken pieces of 
stems, ere. Four of the samples which 
were secur«td from local dealers in 
Ontario contained an average of seven- 
reeu and one-balf per cent, of total 
impurities, one of which was purchased 
in Renfrew at $7.20 per bushel, and 
from an average of three tests showed 
23.6 per cent of total impurities.

How the l*etJilM aud Jalca of the 
Poppy riant Are Procared. 

It is a sort of garden cultivation, the 
poppy iilanls being grown in little 
squares or beds Intersected by tiny wa¬ 
ter cbiiniicis for irrigation wherever 
this is possible. The growth of the 
plants It carefully tended, and at 
length the time cornea when they burit 
out into flower, and the fields look like 
a sheet of silver as the white petals of 
the flowers glisten In the morning dew.

It l.s a little gratifying to reflect that, 
however the man.of ♦odnv may com¬ 
pare with his ancestors of liygouc cen¬ 
turies In physique and morals, his 
dress is much more moderate and In- 
e.xpcusivo, even if it is less pictur¬ 
esque, than theira.

There Is, for in.slauee, a 
son of a well known i>eer who has the 
reputation of never wearing a suit 
twice. He has a wardrobe of waist¬ 
coats of all the colors of the rainbow, 
ranging from a light blue spangh'd 
with silver stars to a deep green satin 
with buttons of eighteen carat gold, 
each of which Is ndoriUMl witli tlie 
painted face of a beautiful woman. 

Another wealthy aristocrat Is credit¬ 
ed with having as many suits and uni¬ 
forms as there are days In the year 
and with spending on his tailor's hill 
a sum which would pay tho yearly 
salary of n minor cabinet minister. 

But such men are modestly arrayed 
compared with the dandies of many a 
past century. Tho carl of Non hum 
berlnnd who lived In the latter part of 
the fourteenth century boasted no few¬ 
er than sixty suits of elotli of gohl 
alone, and the bbdioj) of Lly of that 
time had a change of raiment for ev¬ 
ery day of the year. 

.Much later, in Guceii .Mary’s time,

A despatch from Paris, Ont., says: 
Ifcre is the remarkable story from 
the man imprison- 
^ in a well for four days near 
Psaria, toW at dWBerent times: 

I had not intended to go down 
to the well Tuesday afternoon, but 
Was supposed to look after matters 
on the sjurfacc. The well is 86 feet 
deep, uiid we had a contract to 
driv:* a drill further, or until we 
sti*uck water. W’e had sent our pipe 
down about 80 feet from the bottom 
up to Taesday. The old well was 
lined with brick, though they were 
not set in mortar. The well is cir¬ 
cular, and about throe feet in diam¬ 
eter. 1 was lowered into (he well to 
examine the pipe, it having been in- 
terfertd with by quicksand. I knew 
it was dangerous. While at the 
bottom of the well I observed the 
pipe rapidly disappearing into the 
de»pth below. 1 realized that a 
eavoin Wiis inuninent, and signalled 
to be drawn up. 1 had beer, laiscd 
perhaps IK) fivt. iMy i.l' was run 
through a loop in i!io mpe Tii«n 
came a crash, und I felt the well 
close over me. 

NOT UNCONSCKOUH.

has always succeedtvl in keeping a 
little ahead of the country, and I 
think this case will prove no excep¬ 
tion. Millions of dollar.^ uroi being 
spent on all portions and in all de¬ 
partments of the railway. Uoliiiig 
stock is being added, sidings are be¬ 
ing put in, and generally the ofli- 
cieiicy of the road increased." 

Hegarding the subject of crops, the 
C.P.U. pro.siidont said that Iho
